Negotiations  Td.th  the  County  Council  for  the  provision  of  proper 
premises  for  Medica.1  Practice  in  the  town  continued  during  the  year.  At 
the  time  of  v/riting  this  letter,  I can  say  that  approval  for  the  erection 
of  an  adequate  Health  Centre  has  been  given  and  it  is  expected  that 
building  will  commence  in  a few  months, 

I must  thank  Dr,  J,  V,  L,  Parquhar,  Medical  Referee  of  the 
Kettering  Crematorium  who  has  as  usua,l  supplied  me  v/ith  the  figures  relating 
to  cremations, 

I must  also  acknowledge  the  support  I have  had  from  the  Members 
of  the  Council  v/hich  has  been  given  in  a manner  that  I deeply  appreciate. 

The  Adminis tractive  Staff  has  also  been  of  every  possible  help.

1,  POFULilTION 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  (1968)  was 
5,270,  280  more  than  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1967#  In  the  census,  which 
was  taken  on  25rd  April,  I96I,  the  population  figure  \7as  found  to  he  4>401. 

2.  BIRTHS 

There  were  126  live  births  in  I968,  55  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  25,91  per  1,000  population.  This  rate, 
standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and  sex  composition  of  the  population, 
gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  24,15*  The  adjusted,  or  corrected,  birth  rate  is 
obtained  by  multiplying  the  cmde  rate  by  a figure  known  as  the  Comparability 
Factor,  The  factor  for  Burton  Latimer  is  1,01,  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
24.15  compares  with  the  ra,te  of  15.14  for  19^7  and  the  provisional  crude 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  16,9  per  1,000  population, 

5.  DEATHS 

There  were  54  deaths  from  all  causes  in  I968,  I5  more  than  in  19^7 > 
giving  a crude  death  rate  of  10,25  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.99* 

The  Comparability  Factor  in  this  case  for  Burton  Latimer  is  1,17;  ’the 
provisional  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11,9* 

4.  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD 

Of  the  54  deaths  during  the  year,  58  bodies  v/ere  disposed  of  by 
cremation  at  Kettering  Borough  Crematorium,  giving  a percentage  of  70,57* 

5.  INFAHTILS  MORTALITY 


There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age;  one  of  these 
v/as  also  a neonatal  death  (i,e,  occurring  in  the  first  month  of  life).  The 
infant  mortality  rate  is  51*75}  the  neonatal  rate  is  7*94  the 
corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  are  18,0  and  12,5.  I append 
herev/ith  details  of  these  deaths s-

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  v/ill  be  found  relating  to 
infectious  disea,ses  and  environmental  health  \Tithin  the  Urban  District,  for 
v;hich  services  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  conem 
more  the  personal  health  and  welfa,re  of  the  individual,  rather  than  public 
health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  many  of  these  services  under 
Part  III  of  the  194^  National  Health  Service  Act. 

L/lB ORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  is  available  for  the 
examination  of  specimens  in  connection  v/ith  the  diagnosis  and  control  of 
infectious  diseases, 

xilffiULillTCE  SERVICE 

This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible 
and  is  operated  from  Kettering  iimbulance  Station, 

DOMIC  ILmY  SERVICES 

These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are 
all  highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
The  Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council  is  proving  more  and 
more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries  during  periods  of  illness 
or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  own  houses,  so  that 
they  can  retain  their  trea.sured  independence, 

CHILD  V/ELF;xRE  centre 

A clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Vfednesday  in  every  month  at 
the  Baptist  Church,  Meeting  Lane.  These  clinics  are  busy  and  their  popularity 
is  largely  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  dedicated  work  of  the  Voluntary  Committee, 

A Medical  Officer  attends  both  of  these  sessions.  In  accordance  with  the  policy 
of  the  County  Health  Department,  a new  type  of  clinic,  T;hich  provides  facilities 
for  the  teaching  of  parentcraft  and  relaxation  to  expectant  mothers,  is  held  on 
each  Monday  afternoon  at  5*00  p.m,  in  the  Methodist  Church  Room,  Duke  Street. 

Welfare  foods  (National  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  etc.) 
are  distributed  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic, 

BIMUNISATION  VACCEIATION 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  and 
vaccination  against  smallpox  are  free  services,  available  either  from  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  Comty  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Certain  age  groups  of  children 
can  also  be  given  B,C,G,  vaccination  to  protect  against  tuberculosis j this  is 
done  through  the  School  Health  Service, 
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MIUNISATION  AI-TD  YACCPTATION  (continued) 


A vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Mea.sles  is  now 
available  and,  in  accordance  v/ith  the  policy  of  the  County  Health  Department, 
a campaign  for  the  control  of  and  it  is  hoped,  ultimate  eradication  of  this 
disease,  was  commenced  in  the  autumn  of  I968,

OLD  PEOPLE'S  WELFARE  COM/IITTEE 

This  Committee,  \7hich  has  been  established  for  over  sixteen  years,  is 
made  up  of  representatives  of  local  organisations  and  also  members  of  the 
Council,  Amongst  other  things,  the  Committee  organises  a Darby  and  Joan  Club 
which  meets  every  week,  the  more  infirm  members  being  taken  to  and  from  the  Club 
by  a special  bus  service.  The  Club  has  a membership  of  approximately  I40,  which 
represents  about  a,  quarter  of  the  people  of  pensionable  age  in  the  to\m. 

During  the  simmer  of  I968,  four  country  trips  were  arranged  and 
visits  were  made  to  four  shows  during  the  Y/inter,  In  May  nine  members  part- 
icipated in  the  County  Holiday  Scheme  visiting  Clacton,  and  51  members  went  to 
Southsea  under  the  Committee's  ovm  holiday  scheme. 

During  I968,  1,285  treatments  were  given  by  the  chiropody  service, 
which  was  inaugurated  seven  years  ago  for  the  benefit  of  all  old  a,ge  pensioners 
in  the  district,  A chiropodist  gave  682  treatments  in  34  visits  a.t  a.  room  set 
aside  for  the  purpose  at  Burton  House,  A further  494  treatments  were  given  at 
his  own  surgery  at  Kettering  or  at  the  surgeries  of  other  chiropodists.  Also 
during  the  yean,  109  domiciliary  treatments  wore  given.  This  foot  treatment  is 
grea,tly  appreciated  by  the  old  people  and  only  costs  them  a foe  of  2s,  6d,  per 
treatment , 


In  1965>  the  Vf.R.V.S,  at  Burton  Latimer  was  re-formed  T;ith  a view  to 
starting  a meals-on-wheels  seia’-ice  for  the  benefit  of  elderlj'’  people  living 
alone.  This  service  noiT  supplies  twenty-four  meals  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
and  they  are  prepaned  at  the  canteen  of  a local  factory.  The  recipients  pay 
Is,  Od.  per  meal,  which  is  subsidised  at  the  rate  of  6d.  from  the  County  Council 
and  6d,  from  the  Urban  District  Council;  each  meal  is  also  subsidised  by  the 
factory  management  concerned  by  the  sum  of  lid. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISMCE  ACT,  1948  - SECTION  47 


This  Act  empowers  local  authorities  to  require  the  compulsory- 
admission  to  hospital  in  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention. 


It  was  necessary  to  obtain  an  Urgency  Order  under  this  Section  of 
this  Act  in  respect  of  an  elderly  female  person  resident  in  the  town.  Sub- 
sequently, three  extensions  of  this  Order  were  required.  The  Co-uncil 
eventually  sought  and  was  granted  possession  of  the  premises  tenanted  by  the 
old  person.  This  old  lady  is  now  in  permanent  residential  accommodation  in  a 
Home  for  the  Aged  administered  by  the  County  Welfare  Authority, 

In  addition,  three  other  old  persons  were  visited  but  it  was  possible 
to  arrange  the  help  and  support  necessary  for  their  welfare  without  having 
recourse  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Act,

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  \7ater  supply  to  Bxrrton  Latimer  comes  from  Pitsford  Reservoir, 
where  the  raw  water  is  filtered  and  softened  before  distribution  takes  place. 
The  supply  as  regards  quality  and  quantity  was  maintained  throughout  the 
district  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  installation  of  various  new  stopcocks  and  the 
repair  of  others,  various  lengths  of  nev;  water  mains,  in  varying  diameters, 
were  laid  on  a private  housing  development  under  construction  in  the  to’vm,  A 
small  length  of  new  main  v/as  laid  to  link  up  Spencer  Street  and  Pinedon  Street. 
This  ¥/as  done  to  improve  the  circulation.  No  major  vrork  in  respect  of  the 
renev/al  of  existing  water  mains  was  carried  out  in  I968, 

During  the  year  there  v/as  no  contamination  in  the  to\7n  and  no 
plumbo  solvent  action. 

The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  carried  out  the  following

Chemical  analysis  of  laboratory  tap  water  at  Pitsford  and 
Hannington  Reservoirs  proved  pvire  and  wholesome  for  public  supply. 

The  hardness  of  the  water  supplied  averages  I50  p,p.n, 

PLUORIDE  CONTENT  OP  THE  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  determination  in  I968  showed 
0,25  parts  of  naturally  occurring  Pluorine  per  million  parts  of  water, 

DR.\INAGE  AND  SElWlRilGE  DISPOSAL 

The  exceptional  heavy  storms  that  took  place  in  the  middle  of  May 
brought  with  them  a problem  to  the  Council's  sewers.  The  storms  caused  a 
certain  amount  of  flooding  in  more  than  one  area  of  the  tom,  Poul  sewage 
was  being  forced  through  manholes  in  gardens  and  on  the  ma,in  roads. 

The  flow  in  the  sewers  in  times  of  storm  will  be  many  times  the  dry 
weather  flov;,  as  the  majority  of  the  toxm  is  drained  on  the  combined  system 
T/hereby  foul  and  surface  water  are  conveyed  in  the  same  pipeline.  This  is 
particularly  attributa,ble  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  tom,  where  most  of  the 
trouble  was  experienced. 
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DR/iDTAGE  ;JTD  SEVJERi'iGE  DISPOSAL  (continued) 


The  tendency  is  for  more  and  more  surface  uater  to  be  directed  to  the 
se:.7erage  sjrstemj  the  paving  of  gardens,  the  building  of  house  extensions  and 
garages,  and  the  making  of  driveviays  for  motor  cars,  all  tend  to  increase  not 
only  the  impervious  area  draina,ge  but  also  the  speed  with  which  storm  water 
reaches  the  sewerage  system. 

The  Council's  Consultant  Civil  Engineers  were  asked  to  look  into  the 
problem  and  they  co^rried  out  a thorough  appraisal  of  the  existing  dra,inage 
facilities,  to  ena^ble  the  Council  to  come  to  o.  sound  decision  as  to  v/hat  steps 
they  should  now  take  to  alleviate  the  problem. 

The  firm  recommended  that  the  essential  elements  of  a new  surface 
water  system  to  the  tovm  should  now  be  laid.  This  system  should  be  designed  to 
overcome  the  present  difficulties  and  be  readily  capable  of  extension  as 
occasion  demands.  Stirface  wa,ter  should,  wherever  possible  at  reasona-ble 
expense,  be  directed  into  the  new  system,  e.g,  v;ater  from  gullies,  large  premises 
or  estates  should  be  conveyed  to  the  sewer  v/here  this  is  feasible. 

It  has  been  agTeed  that  the  scheme  be  commenced  with  the  installation 
of  new  surface  water  and  storm  relief  sewers  in  the  north-eastern  pa.rt  of  the 
tovai  centre.  This  entails  the  la.ying  of  new  sewers  at  Church  Street  and 
Cranford  Road,  A nev;  outfall  sewer  will  bo  laid  to  ta.ke  surplus  surface  lirater 
from  Church  Street  and  this  will  discha.rge  into  the  brook  at  a,  point  south-east 
of  Church  Street, 

In  addition  to  improving  the  drainage  system  these  proposals,  when 
carried  out,  will  enable  tv;o  fairly  large  area.s  of  the  town  to  be  developed 
T/hich  hitherto  would  not  have  been  possible. 

Various  new  foul  sower  manholes  vrere  provided  during  the  yea.r  on  a 
private  housing  estate  which  was  commenced  some  three  yeo,rs  ago.  In  addition, 
various  small  sections  of  surfs,ce  water  sewers  were  laid  to  serve  this  estate, 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

There  is  a v/eekly  refuse  collection  in  the  tovai  and  this  service  was 
maintained  in  an  efficient  manner  throughout  the  year. 

The  labour  force  necessary  to  carry  out  this  work  remained  relatively 
sta.ble  and,  when  vo,cancies  do  occur,  an  effort  is  made  to  recruit  younger 
employees  for  this  type  of  \7ork.  The  present  high  employment  ra.te  in  the 
district  makes  the  task  of  recruiting  suitable  replacements  (when  they  are 
needed)  rather  difficult  and,  in  some  instances,  xre  just  have  to  take  v/hoover 
v;e  can  got  at  the  time,  I do  not  think  this  problem  affects  this  toxm  only, 
but  is  a general  problem  in  the  country,  particularly  in  the  highly 
industrialised  Midlands  in  which  Burton  Lo.timer  is  situated. 

The  vehicle  v/hich  is  used  for  collection  f^inctioned  very  v;ell  and  no 
serious  trouble  was  experienced. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Buccleuch  Quo.rry  v;hich  is  sitxiated 
approximately  one  mile  south-ea,st  of  the  tovm.  centre.  The  Coimcil  has  a lease 
of  the  grouind  from  Richard  Thomas  & Baldwins  Ltd, 
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HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  (continued) 


The  tip  consists  of  old  ironstone  r;orkings  and  there  is  ample 
capacity  for  many  yea-rs  to  cone,  provided  that  no  serious  nuisances  anise, 

li  Council  workman  is  enga.ged  at  the  tip,  levelling  and  spreading  the 
household  and  other  refuse  vdien  it  is  tipped,  and  this  service  has  proved  to 
he  highly  successful.  Controlled  tipping  is  canried  out,  l/hen  the  need 
arises  mechanical  equipment  is  hired  to  carry  out  a certai-in  amount  of  levelling. 

Rodent  control  is  vigilantly  exercised, 

STREET  CIEMSn^C 

There  are  some  11,86  miles  of  roa.ds  in  the  urban  area  and  the  Comcil 
is  responsible  for  cleansing  a-11  of  these  roads.  Out  of  this  total,  there  are 
approximately  6,13  miles  of  trunk  roads.  Class  A roads  and  Class  III  roads  which 
the  Council  cleanses  on  behalf  of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council,  Tv/o 
Couicil  workmen  are  enga.ged  full-time  on  this  v;ork. 

The  torn  is  split  up  into  areas  or  beats  and  a set  area  is  trea-ted 
dOvily,  The  road  sweepings  are  deposited  at  various  small  depots  distributed 
throughout  the  town  and  these  sweepings  ane  then  collected  at  regular  interva-ls 
by  the  refuse  vehicle  anddeposited  at  the  tip. 

As  the  town  is  situa.ted  in  the  centre  of  a farming  community,  it  means 
that  a large  number  of  farm  vehicles  use  the  roads,  with  the  result  that  a 
great  deal  of  mud  is  often  brought  on  to  the  roads  by  these  vehicles.  The 
Council  has  drawn  the  a.ttention  of  the  various  farmers  concerned  to  the  nuisance 
which  is  being  caused  in  this  wa.y  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  warnings  v/ill  be 
sufficient  for  its  a.batement, 

GULLIES 


There  are  5^3  gullies  in  the  area  and  a gully  emptying  firm  carry  out 
the  emptying  of  them  by  mechaniccd  means  once  in  every  three  months.  Previously, 
this  work  was  done  partly  by  mechanical  means  and  partly  by  hand.  Since  its 
inception,  the  new  arrangement  han  been  an  xindoubted  success. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

There  are  two  toilet  blocks  in  the  tov/n  vri.th  facilities  for  both 
sexes.  Luring  the  year,  many  ants  of  vandalism  v;ere  committed  in  or  aroimd 
the  toilets  and,  despite  repeated  requests  to  the  Police  and  press  publicity, 
this  wanton  damage  still  continues.  In  an  effort  to  stamp  out  this  vandalism, 
the  Council  has  offered  a reward  of  £5  to  be  paid  to  anyone  giving  information 
leading  to  a successful  conviction;  this  project  han  not  been  successful  up 
to  the  present  time, 

A full-time  attendant  would  be  the  ansvrcr,  but  a toxm  of  this  size 
could  not  afford  the  services  of  such  a person. 
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LITTER  ACT 


The  Litter  Act,  together  with  the  accompanying  publicity  which  goes 
with  it,  has  so  far  not  brought  about  a great  change  in  the  habits  of  the 
public  and  there  is  still  fa,r  too  much  litter  being  thrown  on  to  the  roads  and 
footpaths.  It  is  rather  frustra,ting  in  some  parts  of  the  tom  to  find  that, 
after  a.  street  has  been  swept  and  tidied  up  by  the  Council  road  svreepor,  the 
same  street  is  strewn  vlth  papers  a,gain  in  a short  time.  The  schools  could, 
perha,ps,  help  with  this  by  lecturing  and  a-dvising  the  children  a.bout  their 
habits  and  they,  in  turn,  might  pass  on  the  message  to  their  parents  \Tho  are, 
to  a certain  extent,  just  as  guilty.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  HOUSERS  ACTS 

Since  I92I  the  Council  has  huilt  in  all  532  dv;ellings  of  one  kind  or 
another  and  has  reconditioned  tliree  old  ones,  making  a total  of  535  dwellings, 
approximately  one  third  of  the  total  dwellings  in  the  tov/n.  Tvrenty-five 
Coimcil  houses  have  been  sold  to  tenants,  leaving  a total  still  held  of  510» 

There  are  few,  if  any,  xmfit  houses  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

Looking  towards  the  future,  the  Council  is  in  the  comfortable  position 
of  having  no  serious  housing  problem  left  on  its  liands  and  there  is,  therefore, 
no  immediate  need  for  farther  building.  This  need  not  stop  the  Council  from 
thinking  about  futiure  schemes,  and  in  actual  fact  llinistry  approval  v/as  given 
for  the  erection  of  six  one-bedroom  flats.  This  development  is  being  used  to 

fill  in  a small  gap  site  in  conjunction  with  a small  road  improvement  scheme. 

Eighty-five  houses  and/or  bungalows  were  completed  by  private 
enterprise  and  sixty  were  imder  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Progress  on  an  extensive  private  housing  development  which  was 
commenced  three  years  ago,  continued  to  go  forv;ard  at  a reasonable  rate,  although 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  building  rate  dropped  slightly.  This  was 
probably  due  to  weather  conditions  and  the  ever-increasing  rate  of  interest  on 
mortgages. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  dll  but  six  of  the  houses  in  this 
development  will  have  a gas  waim-air  type  of  central  heating  system  installed. 
Hot  TiTater  is  also  being  provided  by  a gas  appliance.  By  incorporating  this 
type  of  heating  and  hot  water  system,  the  estate  houses  vail  contribute  to  a 
large  degree  in  the  creation  of  a fairly  extensive  smokeless  zone. 

The  Council  continues  thorough  the  medium  of  its  Broadsheet  to  remind 
ovaiers  of  older-type  houses  of  the  existence  of  housing  improvement  grants  and 
of  the  benefits  that  can  be  claimed. 

Owners  who  do  not  actually  live  in  the  houses  to  be  improved  cannot 
lose  financially  as  they  can  recover  their  part  of  the  cost  of  the  improvements 
over  a period  of  yea,rs,  by  increasing  the  rents  of  their  houses  as  soon  as  the 
improvements  have  been  completed. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  225  houses  suitable  for  improvement  in 
the  toT/nj  no  street  by  street  schemes  have  as  yet  been  carried  out. 

There  are  92  applicants  on  the  list  for  Council  houses.

NeT7  regulations  governing  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases 
came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  I968.  A copy  of  the  Statutory  Instrument 
and  also  a copy  of  the  relevant  Sections  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public 
Health  Act,  I968  were  sent  to  each  general  practitioner  in  the  area.  The  fee 
payable  for  notification  has  been  increased  from  2s,  6d,  to  5s,  Od, 

The  following  conditions  are  no  longer  notifiable  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Healths-  Acute  Primary  and  Influenza,!  Pneumonia,  Puerperal  Pyrexia, 
Erysipelas  and  Membranous  Croup, 

You  will  recall  that  infectious  hepatitis,  which  has  been  locally 
notifiable  for  the  past  six  yeaxs,  is  now  generally  notifiable  under  the  Public 
Health  (infective  Jaundice)  Pegulations,  I968  which  came  into  opero-tion  on 
15th  June,  1968,
